Moghul 
emperors, 
who 
wrote 
such a large page in the history of 
India, one needs 
to consider 
a 
little history. 
Six kings 
of 
one 
dynasty 
ruled 
here, 
beginning 
with Babar. 
The 
first 
Moghul 
was sixth in descent from 
Tam ­ 
erlane who 
conquered 
Western 
Asia, in the fourteenth century. 
He was king of Kabul, 
Afghan­ 
istan. 
Babar led his army 
into 
this 
part of India and 
defeated 
the 
opposing army at 
Paniphat. 
He 
sent his eldest son, Humayun, 
to 
occupy Agra. The latter captured 
immense treasures, including the 
famous Kohinoor diamond, valued 
at “half the daily expenses of the 
world.” 
This was in 153(J. Babar 
died five years later, and Humay­ 
un succeeded him. 
Enemies 
defeated 
Humayun 
and temporarily drove him out of 
the country. 
But he returned and 
regained his kingdom, and estab­ 
lished his captial at Delhi. 
In the 
forty-ninth year of 
his 
life, ne 
slipped down the steps of his 
li­ 
brary in the old fort at Delhi, and 
was killed. Hearing the call 
to 
evening prayer from a minaret, he 
started toward the mosque, and in 
his rush met with the fatal 
acci­ 
dent.

Moghul rulers as plundering ruf­ 
fians. Akbar who succeeded Hu­ 
mayun was a 
wise 
ruler. 
His 
philosophy taught him that moral 
and intellectual 
slavery

most degrading slavery, and he 
set out to win his subjects and lay 
the foundation of a great empire. 
He ruled over Hindustan for near­ 
ly half a century, and 
was 
the 
true founder of the Moghul Em­ 
pire. 
Akbar was tolerant of all 
re­ 
ligious faiths. 
He abolished 
the 
tax on Hindu pilgrims because he 
thought it wroinf to 
place 
any 
hindrance upon a m an’s religious 
practices. 
He 
listened 
to 
the 
preaching of Christian 
mission­ 
aries, and ordered a translation of 
the Bible. 
Christian teachers in 
Goa were invited to come and en­ 
lighten him 
on 
the 
tenets 
of 
Christianity. 
He hated ceremon­ 
ial rites, and 
his 
new 
religion, 
“Divine Faith,” included elements 
of truth contained in Christianity, 
Islam and Hinduism. 
Akbar died in 1605, 
and 
was 
succeeded by his son, 
Jahangir, 
who was a drunkard and a "dope 
head.” The country was ruled by 
Nur Jahan, one of the emperor’s 
wives. 
Exercising power to sign 
the emperor’s name, she author­ 
ized the construction of a royal 
tomb for her lather, 
Etmad-ud- 
daula. 
This tomb is one 
of

show places of Agra, and we shall 
inspect it. 
All went well

Nur Jahan until she attempted to 
set aside* the rightful heir to the 
tip one, Shah Jahan, and subsit- 
tute her grandson.

won out and ascended the throne 
at his father’s death.

in black marble on the 
opposite 
side of the river, 
for

Shah Jahan also built the mag­ 
nificent new fort at 
Delhi 
for 
himself as a 
new 
capital 
and 
named it Shahjahanabad in honor 
of himself. 
This fort 
surpasses 
all others in cost of construction 
and lavish embellishment. 
How 
ever, he did not abandon his cap 
ital at Agra, as Akbar fofsook hi 
sumptuous 
Fatehpur 
Sikri, 
and 
for a time the country had t\vo 
capitals. 
In 1567, Shah Jahan was taken 
seriously ill at Delhi and it was 
believed that he could not recover. 
Each of his four sons coveted the 
throne. 
The sick 
emperor 
was 
imprisoned in the Agra fort, and 
the four sons 
fought 
for 
the 
throne. Aurangzeb murdered his 
three brothers, and usurped the 
throne. 
For nine years he kept 
his father imprisoned in the Agra 
fort. 
No visitor was permitted 
to see the old father except by 
personal order of the new emper 
or. Aurangzeb ignored all appeals 
of the father to come and sec him, 
and when the old man died, th* 
heartless son refused to 
attend 
his funeral. 
The Babar dynasty, 
and 
thi 
Moghul government, ended 
with 
Aurangzeb. 
His life 
was 
very 
unhappy. 
Suspicious by 
nnturi 
he banished all his sons from hi 
capital, lest they should treat him 
as he had treated his father, Shah 
Jahan. 
He declared that the art 
of governing was so delicate that 
a king must 
suspect 
his 
own 
shadow. 
The mighty Moghul power rap­ 
idly declined. 
Powerful 
robber 
tribes, organized in 
the 
north, 
pillaged and plundered the gor­ 
geous palaces and tombs 
of 
th 
Moghuls. 
The gold, silver 
and 
precious stones were 
all 
taken. 
These furious 
enemies 
of 
the 
Moghul 
autocracy 
entered 
the 
magnificent tomb 
at 
Sikandra, 
near Agra. “They 
began 
their 
pillage by breaking in the great 
gates of bronze and stealing th 
| valuable precious stones, plates ot 
silver and gold, and 
destroying 
such as they were unable to car 
ry away. Dragging out the bones 
of Akbar, the>^ threw them angri­ 
ly into the fire and burnt them.” 
Macaulay says that the empire 
which the Moghuls built was one 
of the most extensive and splen­ 
did in the world. 
In no European 
kingdom was so large a popula­ 
tion subject to a single prince, or 
so large a revenue paid into the 
treasury. 
The beauty and magni­ 
ficence of tin* buildings 
created 
by the sovereigns 
of 
Hindustan 
amazed even travelers 
who 
had 
seen St. Peter’s. 
The 
innumer­ 
able retinues and gorgeous decor­ 
ations 
which 
surrounded 
the 
throne, dazzled even eyes 
which 


were accustomed In the pomp of 
Versailles. 
In the time of Shah Jahan, in 
the seventeenth century, the pop­ 
ulation of Agra was as great as 
that of London at the time. 
The 
shops on the stone paved 
streets 
carried goods from 
the 
various 
countries of Asia and Europe. 
There was no middle class. The 
governing class and 
the 
court 
favorites were very rieh; all oth­ 
ers were slaves. 
There were as 
many as five thousand women at­ 
tached to 
the 
Moghul 
harems. 
The male issues of many of these 
women had to 
undergo 
solitary 
confinement for 
life, 
lest 
ihey 
Id assert their rights if set 
free. Only those women who weri 
the emperor’s favorites could pro­ 
cure liberty for their sons, and 
such cases were few and far bo- 
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eism of that unspeakable monster 
would result in
